“(THE NAVY IN 1877. 


From. an able article in the Times of 
- }Jantary 7th we oxtract the following account 
of the English Navy during 1877:—. - 
Tho position of the Navy at the pro- 
sent time is, comparatively speaking, s0 
stationary as hardly to invite comment, 
Yet o fow remarks on its progress during 
the past year may not prove uninteresting. 
Although tho naval records of the year are 
not brilliant, nor remarkable for successful 


invention or disgraceful mishap, they will’ 


‘FbeGound to contain many points worthy of 
note, either in evidence of progress which 
has been made, of difficulty which has been 
overdome, or of difficulty which has yet to 
be met. 

Turning to the progress which has been 
made in the material provision of the wants 
of the Navy in ships, guns, or. torpedoes, 
wa aro, wo fear, confronted by a serious 
discrepancy between promise and perform- 
ance, It is' much to be feared that the 
vigorous ship-building policy introduced by 
Mr Ward Hunt hos been from yarions 
causes suspended or relaxed. At the com- 
aencement. of ‘the past pear Mr Hunt was 
able to give an account of three years’ work 
which justifled a feeling of . pleasure. and 
gratification, for, if not brilliant or‘ambi- 
tious, it was, st, all events, solid and 
satiefactory. In that period 64 ships had 
been laid down, of which four were jronclads 
and 47 were fighting vessels of various 
descriptions, and included 18 corvettes, 
sight sloops, four gun-vosaels, 21. gun-boats, 
pnd one.torpedo boat. Of these 54 vessels, 
no fewer than 8U ‘had béen actually Jaunch- 

i many as six had been completed 
and fitted: for sea: This is a plain record 
of energy which ‘cannot be gainssid, In 
regard to the programme proposed for this 

ear, it was stated’ that the Inflexible, 
Hresdnought, Téméraire, Shannon, Nelson, 

. and Northampton would bo comploted; that 
good progress would be made with the Ajax 
and Agamemnon and the various unarmour- 
ed vosdelé-which' were under construction ; 
and that there would be commenced a new 
fronclad on the lines of the Agamemnon, a 
torpedo ram on a design propared by Sir 
George Sartorins, which wad to be regarded 
asa. nore of rival"to those monster ships 
@ith tremendous: armour that we hear 
spoken:-of .a8- likely tobe. bullt in some 
an .Wwarmoured corvette of 


shadowy kind? ‘This, however, ia not the 
first time wo have ‘hod acer to protest 
against paper programmes; an leas in 
teecuutec ot ‘ieee mienthe some astounding 
energy is shown, itis difficult to understan 

where 20,498 tons of new shipbailding will 
bo found as the result of this year’s work. 
The two ships, which from Various causes 
have excited most attention during the past 
year, ate the Alexandra and the Téméraire; 
the former, presumably fo. some extent, 
from ‘the favour conferred ‘on hor” by 
Royalty, and the latter on account of her 
“‘barbette” battery. Both havo been added 
to the Navy during tho yoar, and splendid 
additions they are... The Alexandra is 
perhaps the finest ocean-going ironclad we 
now possess, and is certainly the finest’ 
flagship afloat. In the Mediterranoan sho is 
justly regarded with pride, and takes the 
lend; worthily and by right, of tho splendid 
squadron which is massed in thoso waters. 
the Téméraire, which has also been com: 
pleted recently, gave very satisfactory re- 
sults with her engines, which are of 7,0.0 
indicated horge-power, oven more romark- 
able than those of the Dreadnought, when 


‘I they were oflicially tried; for the roault 


showed on increase of no less than 616 over 
the indicated horse-power. The average 
speed realized on her trip was 14.568 knots, 
Some of tho most interesting experiments 
of the yoar wore made with the guns of this 
vyossel, which were worked on the Monorieff 
systom by hydraulic machinery, It may 
not bo without intorost to notice that daring 
the course of the last two or three weeks 
the Témeéraire behaved splendidly in a 
ale, during which she had a specd of 14 
-knota an hour, One of the most recent 
trials was.that of the: Northampton, which 
also attained on the measured mile a'speed 
of 10 knots, The only additions to the 
Fleet during the’ past year consist of un- 
armoured vessels, The most itnportant of 
these is the Hogans which was launched 
at Chatham Dockyardin January last, Sho 
belongs to the class of unarmoured cruisers, 
of which the Inconstant, Raleigh, and Shah 
ate tho finest specimens. ' Sho is not, how- 
vor, designed on so large @ scale aa these 
vessels, but is to be classed moro accurately 
with the Bacchante. The controversy 
about this class of vessel is by no mean 
concluded, On one side it is urged that 
their. value is very high, although their 
construction is costly, On the other, Mr 
Brassey contends that, for the work they 
have.to porform, in barrassing an enemy's 
commerce or in running away from better- 
armed vesvela, they are unnecessarily costly;. | 
that‘they are too good for the work they 
have to perform ; and that as fighting ships 
they are too feeble, His view is that 
smaller vessele like the Opalsloops, in 
foot or gun yessels—would answer all the 
purposes the Euryplus would ever bo cap- 
able of accomplishing, . It is interesting to 
note that, in the conflict between the Shab 
and the Huascar, practical’ experience 
proved the incompetoncy of ono, of the 
finest of these veasels to attack an ironclad. 
One of tho most remarkable additions to 
the Navy recently is the Lightning, torpedo 
vessel, Many have witnessed this gray 
little vessel run down the river during the 


summer, on experiniental trips, and havo 


been astonished at her speed. : She. is only 
84ft, long by 10ft, 10ini broad, and has 
attained a speed of 19.4 knots: an hour, 
It is understood that 16 of these vessele are 
either under construction or are to be.or- 
dered, and it may. be observed that.the 
builders are prepared to construct these 
vessels with a speed of 25 knots an hour. 
‘The progress in ordnance has not been 
remarkable, but it hes, at any rate, been 
steady, ' Numerous and careful exporiments 
have been made with the 80-ton gun; and 
considerable progress has beon made with 
the armaments of our most recent iron- 
clads. ‘At the same time, it may be 
observed with satisfaction that the forts at 
Spithoad havo at last received their arma- 
ments. Though not bearing directly on 
this subject, it may not be out of place to 
notice here, in regard to the use of steel in 
the Navy, an important improvement which 
has been introduced by the substitution of 
steel for iron and rope cables. In Juno 
last some exporiments were made with steel 
wire rope hawsers, with results which far 
exceeded expectation. Tho advantage of 
the change is easily intelligible. A chain 
cable of tho ordinary kind depends ‘for. its 
value entirely on the absolute integrity of 
every one of its links, and the safety of » 
vessel may be said to depend, at times, on 
a single link, With steel wire the cage is 
altogether different; for, not only is due 
notice given of fracture, but the fracture ia 
gradual instead of being instantaneous and 
complete, Compared with rope the break- 
ing strain, or tenacity, of steal is three 
times as great. Tho, gradual adoption of 
this novel form of cable may, therefore, 
be confidently expected in. the Royal 
Navy. . . Thus, in the naval ad. 
ministration during the past year, though 
not brilliant nor remarkable for. muck pro- 
gress, there is much of interest to note and 
consider. : It is worthy of remark, too, that 
the cost of the Navy is.now nearly two 
millions sterling more a year than it was 
four years ego. Much of this, most of it, 
indeed, is due to the costly repairs our 
ironclads require, The present Admin- 
istration took office at a period when moat 
“of the earlier ironclads were beginning to 
show severe signs of wear, and one of Mr 
Ward Hont’s greatest anzietios was ‘in 
dealing with the enormous estimates for 
repair submitted to him. . We have already 
noticed the poor progress made this year in 
shipbuilding, .°. Any relaxation,” how. 
ever, in the regular progress of sbipbuild- 
ing cannot ocour without danger; and it 
can hardly be doubted that one of ‘the 
most earnest and anxious considerations 
during the coming year will-be ag to the 
best means of dealing with the problem,’

Dar §1e,—A commercial and official ex- 
perience fn Ohina for the past fifteen years 
haa convinced mo that a great mistake has 
been made by residents, in'not scquiring a 
knowledge of the language of the country 
on their arrival, rather than depend there- 
after on the so-called ‘ Pigeon-English,” 
for communication with the people of that 
great Empire. The changes which have 
taken place the last few years in Ohina, 
where our commerical and diplomatie inter- 
ests are increasing, and where I am con- 
fident they will continue to increase until 
they exceed in importance those of other 
occidental nations, -have made. this error 
moat painfully evident. 

Since my return to this country, the 
knowledge that ers Luropean Universi- 
‘ties, and that of Oxford as well, had esta-_ 
blished Professorships of Chinese, and that. 
Yale College contemplated doing so with 
the view of appointing Dr. 8, Wells Wil- 
liams, LL.D,, to the choix, hos drawn my 
attention, as you are aware, Sir, to the 
dealrability of somo provision being made 
for introduolng- instruction in the Obincse 
language into Harvard University.
